2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Reference is made to the following document: 


Dl: DE 18 06 220 (BRUCKNER ENGINEERING) 


Document Dl, which is considered to be the prior art 
closest to the subject matter of claim 1, discloses the 
following (the references in parentheses are to Dl) : 

Device with a rotatably mounted drum through which a 
fluid flows from the outside towards the inside, the 
stable casing of the drum being provided with a sieve- 
like perforated structure or similar around its 
circumference, and with an outer layer which is also 
permeable and covers the radially outward side of the 
casing, and preferably with an underlayer such as a 
gauze between the outer layer and the perforated drum 
casing to increase the distance between the perforated 
drum casing and the outer layer. 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the known device 
in that between the outer surface of the perforated drum 
casing (5) and the inner surface of the outer layer (9) 
there is an axially movable (23) tensioning element (20)

which extends in the axial direction and is larger in the 
radial direction at at least one point across the working 
width of the perforated drum. 


The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 


The problem addressed by the present invention can thus be 
seen as that of how to make the outer layer easy to change. 

The solution proposed in claim 1 of the application 
involves an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) because 
there is nothing in the prior art to suggest the use of a 
tensioning element between the outer layer and the 
perforated drum. 


Claims 2 to 15 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore also 
meet the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and 
inventive step. 
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
